The result 
of the presidential election, which took place cn 
Wednesday, or, at teast commenced on that day, 
will doubtless be known here before we shall 
have another opportunity of issuing a paper ; and 
with it, it is hoped that ill-blood will become 
temperate, jarring elements harmonized, and con- 
dicting interests reconciled. Such a state of things, 
however, we confess, is rather to be hoped for 
than expected. 

In the mean time it is proper to put upon re- 








cord, (more for the use of distant readers, than j 


for those in our immediate neighborhood) a sum- 
mary view of some transactions that have grown 


afforded so much concern to ‘ H. Clay ; in the 








out of the present, or rather, late, contest for the 
presidency. The reader is already apprized of 
the rumours respecting the course that Mr. Clay 
was supposed to have pledged himselfto pursue. 
These, it is not necessary to repeat, nor shall we 
lumber our columns with ali the speculztions of 
editors and letter-writers, in reference to this sub- 
ject. Mr. Clay has been supposed to hold in his 
hands the balance, in which the presidency w2s 
placed,and to possess the power of compelling any 
two of the candidates to kick the beam, by throw- 
ing his influence into the scale which contained 
the third. Such a belief, whether well-founded or 
not, would very naturally tend to produce a wish 
among the partizans of the respective candidates 
to enlist him on their side. When it became 
known that he had avowed a preference for Mr. 
Adams, the friends of Mr. Crawiord and Gen. 
Jackson, could not be expected to bear the dis- 
2ppointinent, without some expressions of cha- 
grin; but the language of the latter, it must be 
universally acknowledged, has been somewhat 
bitter; and itis not surprising, that, to a man of 
Mr. Clay’s mercurial temperament, and high 
sense of honour, the imputation of bargaining 
and corruption should produce an ebuilition of 
feeling, that cool philosophy and deliberaie re- 


trospection might condenm. We contess that it 


would have gratified us, had Mr. Clay avowed a | 


preference for any other mau than Mr. Adams to 


be our next president, but ‘we are far from be- | 


jieving that corruption and bribery have been the 


instruments to lead him to such a preference. If) 


Mr. Clay conscientiously believes Mr. Adams to 
be the most suitable man for precident, he onght 


to vote for him ; we shall, ull further proof of ob- | 


tiquity is produced, attribute his conduct to a 
want of judzement and not to unworthy motives.
